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MINISTRY OF LABOUR 
ORDER 

New Delhi, the 9th March, 1999 

S.O. 157 (E).—Whereas an industrial dispute arose 
between the management of M/s Dalmia International, 
Hospet and their worionen represented by Shri A.R.M. Ismail, 
General Secretary, A.I.T.U.C. District Council; 

And whereas the conciliation proceedings held between 
the management and the union by the Central Industrial 
Relations Machinery failed. 

And whereas the strike resorted to by the union was 
continuing for about nine months; 

And whereas the Central Government, in exercise of 
the powers conferred by clause (d) of sub-section 1 and 
Section 2-A of Section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947 (14 of 1947), referred the above said industrial dispute 
to the Central Government Industrial Tribunal-cum-Labour 
Court, Bangalore, vide order No. L-29012/72/98-IR(Misc.) 
dated 8th February 1999; 

And whereas it has been resorted that the strike resorted 
to by the said union is still continuing; . 

Now, therefore, the Central Government, in exercise 
of the powers conferred under sub-section 3 of Section 10 of 
the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), hereby 
prohibits the continuance of aforesaid strike in public interest 
with immediate effect.
